kong evidence) that rats play a large part 
in a plague epidemi¢. With regard to the 
question of inoculation as a preventive of 
plague, a menns of] combating the scourge 
which we are apt {to look on as peculiarly 
Indian, it appears |that in the year under 
discussion only forty people were inoculated 
in Caleutta. This) is curious when we 
consider the great inoculation scheme 
inaugurated at the end of last year in the 
Punjab ; and the diversity of opinion shown 
in two parts of Indja is a little perplexing. 
It is plain from the Calcutta report that 
prophylactic and serum treatment receives 
no favour from the medical authorities 
there. In the fight sgninst plague the 
nain reliance, according to Calcutta's 
experience, is to be placed on disinfection - 
aud in thedemolition of insanitary buildings. 
It is satisfactory fo us in Hongkong to 
know that we aré already adopting these’ 
methods, practically to the «xclusion of al 
others. We have jnot done so, of course, 
without partial recourse to other plans, uor 
should we Lave done rightly had we done 
so. But now that! we have elected to put 
our faith mainly i} disinfection and demo» 
lition it is gratifying to see that the chief 
town of India endorses onr action. Itis 
possible that, as we all devoutly hope, we 
shall be spared a plague epidemic this year ; 
nevertheless we should be encouraged to 
persevere in the policy of disinfection and 
demolition. The latter part of the pro- 
yraiume, in view of the comparatively 
enormous amount of insanitary property in 
the city, must ne¢essarily be slow, in spite 
of the passage of the Public Health and 
Juildings Ordinance. But the Govern- 
ment has the mofe reason to press on the - 
work in that thelexperience of a far larger 
place confirms the utility, or rather the 
necessity, of its{line of pulicy. Some of 
our Indian contemperaries are wont to 
sneer at Hongkong’s concern over plague, 
comparing the [dian figures with ours. 
We venture, however, to say that plague pro- 
duces relatively more damage tothisColony’s 
progress than jto the prosperity of the 
Indiaw cities, owing to our peculiar position 
as a junction between so inany parts of the 
world. At any rate we should use the 
experience of India in the matter of plague 
to the utmost. ¢xtent, and all reports of the

FATAL 4CCIDENT. 

E. B. Sinallwood, ship's mate, aged about 35, 
fell overbourd from the last Jeunch leaving 
| Hongkong for Kowloon on the 10th inst., and 
was recued by another Enropean p-ssenger, 
who gall.intly jumped info the water when it 
was seen fhat Smallwood was incapable of 
reac’ ing the | fe-bovys thrown him and was in 
imminent danger cf drowning. A passenger on 
the launch gives tha following interesting 
account of the occarreyce :—We were abont a 
couple of hundred yards from the Hongkong 
wharf when [ was startled by a sudden splash 
and shauts from below, on the lower deck. I 
sprang up aud could just see a dark object float- 
ing past the stern of tho launeh. I detached 
one cf the>! fe-bouys and threw it as fur as I 
could in the d'rection of the man iu the water, 
bat he made only a feeble and futile attempt to 
reach it,and [ thought he had gone down. The 
lauoch was stopped and backed with remarkable 
eclarity, considering that she had been going 
fall speed. and as we veared the spot where the 
tuan was Inst seen we caught sightof him again, 
floating helplessly face downwards a little below 
(he surface of the water. with his arms and legs 
extended. We shouted to him and threw 
more lifebuoys, any of which, hud he been able, 


he might easily have secured, for he was j 


so close {o the launch that. we cculd drop the 
buoys almoat on top of him. One, indeed, 
struck him, and I thought had sent him to the 
bottom, but he rose again to the sama position, 
buoyed up by his coat, which spread out mat- 
like aud kept him from sinking. Just then 
there was avother splash, and when [ looked 
I saw that avother Furopean passenger, ao 
German, I thiok, whose name I do not know, 
was striking out for the drowning man. He 
reached him in the nick of time, and swam 
back with him to the launch, where refdy bands 
dragged both on board. I thousht at first that 
the man in the water was a Chioaman, but as | 
helped to lift him over the side I raw Lhat he 
was an European. He appeared {o be qnite 
lifeless as we laid him down, and from a cut ou 
his forehead it was evident that he had 
struck the side of the lauuch in fulling aod 
prob.bly stunned himself. Fortunately there 
was a doctor amongst the passengers—Dr. 
Mcees, of the U.S. transport Sherman—aud to 
him no less (hin tq the plucky German who
